The assumption by Her Gracious Majesty 
of the title of Empress of India was proclaimed at the Assem- 
blage in the presence of the Ruling chiefs, the nobility and 
gentry of India. Some of our contemporaries objected to the 
adoption of Qutsar-i-Hind as the vernacular version of the 
English, Empress of India, on the ground that the word Qaisar 
‘was of Arabic origin: . Bat they were ‘quite mistaken. The 
word is of pure Sanskrit origin.’ It is a corruption of Kesh- 
war or Kwishwar. . Itis the;best: title that;could' be adopted. 
‘The editor then, gives the different. meanings of the word ka, 
the title Keshwar being made up of two words ka and
